He 
will be assisted by FFA 
members in Issuing tags. A 
charge of $3.50 will be made 
for the vaccination. 


City dog licenses will also 
be available from the FFA 
members at the time the 
animal is vaccinated. 
A dog ordinance passed by 


the City of Hamlin in 1973 
requires that all dogs within 
the city must be licensed and 
vaccinated. The annual tax is 
$5.00 on each dog. Acting for 
the city, the FFA members 
will issue a tag on which is 
stamped the number of the 
registration and the year for 
which the tax is paid. 


The tag must be attached 


to a collar that is securely 
fastened around the neck of 
the dog. 


The dog 
tags are also 
available 
from 
the 
city 
secretary, but the tag can not 
be issued until the owner 
furnishes 
a 
vaccination 


certificate 
issued 
by 
a 
licensed veterinarian stating 
that the dog has been vac­ 
cinated against rabies. 


Under the city’s dog 


ordinance 
the 
city 
is 


authorized to impound any 
dog found running at large 
within the city without a tag 
or any dog that is found 
running 
at 
large 
and 


creating a disturbance with 
or without a tag. 


Creating a disturbance is 
defined by the ordinance as 
causing 
loud 
noise, 
destroying 
property, 
over­ 
turning garbage receptacles 


or manifesting a disposition 
to bite, but is not limited to 
just these problems. 


Dogs picked up by the city 
may be reclaimed by their 
owners within 72 hours upon 
the payment of $2.00 per day. 
Dogs not claimed at the end 
of the 72-hour period will be 
advertised for sale by posting 
of a notice at City Hall. Dogs 
not sold at auction will be 
bought by the city and killed. 


The ordinance provides 
that the dog catcher or any 
policeman shall have the 
right 
shoot or kill any rabid 
dog or any dog which shall 
manifest a disposition to bite.

A Rotan veterinarian will 
conduct the vaccination 
clinic from I to 5 p.m. He 
will be assisted by FFA 
members in issuing tags. A 
charge of $3.50 will be made 
for the vaccination. 


City dog licenses will also 
be available from the FFA 
members at the time the 
animal is vaccinated 
A dog ordinance passed by 


the City of Hamlin in 1973 
requires that all dogs within 
the city must be licensed and 
vaccinated. The annual tax is 
$5.00 on each dog. Acting for 
the city, the FFA members 
will issue a tag on which is 
stamped the number of the 
registration and the year for 
which the tax is paid. 


The tag must be attached 
to a collar that is securely 
fastened around the neck of 
the dog. 


The dog tags are also 
available from 
the 
city 
secretary, but the tag can not 
be issued until the owner 
furnishes 
a 
vaccination 


certificate 
issued 
by 
a 
licensed veterinarian stating 
that the dog has been vac­ 
cinated against rabies. 


Under the city’s dog 
ordinance

dog found running at large 
within the city without a tag 
or any dog that is found

creating a disturbance with 
or without a tag. 


Creating a disturbance is

Farabee noted that the 
laws dealing with the sale and 
production of certified seeds 
are designed to protect the 
farmer and the conscientious 
seed producer and seller. 
Bringing these laws together, 
Farabee said, will clear up 
several 
vague 
areas 
providing fairer and more 
efficient enforcement of the 
law 
One problem the bill 
addresses is the use of 
deceptive terms that imply 
seeds 
are 
certified. 
Farabee's bill would ex­ 
pand the number of terms 
in this prohibited category. 
The bill cites such terms as 
"from officially inspected 
fields,” “state inspected,*’ 
“ approved seed .” “ ap­ 
proved 
plants," 
or 
“ in­ 
spected fields” as being 
deceptive. 
The proposed

also covers the matter of 
seeds and plants from outside 
the state. It provides that 
such seeds and plants must
